WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(P)— 
Increases in both income tax collec- 
tions and total internal revenue re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year ending last 
June 30 over the previous fiscal year 
were shown in the preliminary state- 
ment made public today by former 
Commissioner Robert H. Lucas. 
The reduced income tax rates were 
in effect during the last six months 
of the 1930 fiscal year and the opin- 
ion of President Hoover and Secre- 
tary Mellon that these lower rates 
may be maintained another year is 


supported somewhat by the report of 
the internal revenue bureau. 


The report classifies the tax collec- 
tions for the last fiscal year for the 
first time. It shows New York state 
again paid far more than any other 
state in income ee a. 
Illinois was second with $223,375,151. 
Delaware had the biggest percentage 
of increase in income tax payments 
over the previous yedr with 39 per 
cent, while Wyoming payments drop- 
ped off 35 per cent. 

Collection Costs Fall. 


The aggregate receipts of internal 
revenue were $3,040,145,753 and Mr. 
Lucas said this made the cost of 
operation $1.13 for each $100 collect- 
ei as compared with $1.17 for the 
previous year. 

Income taxes represented 79 per 
cent of the total receipts and misce)- 
laneous taxes 21 per cent, the same 
as the previous year. The principal 
increases in the revenue from miscel- 
laneous taxes for the year were from 
tobacco manufacturers and documen- 
tary stamp taxes. 

The large volume of tobacco tax 
collections «came from North Carolina, 
where a total of $233,177,228 was 
paid on cigarets alone. The vast pro- 
portion of stamp taxes were collected 
in New York, where $41,000,000 was | 
paid on capital stock sales or trans-_ 
fers. | 
The inheritance tax also vielded an_ 
increase in revenue of $2,872,485 last 
year for a total of $64,769,625.

Each year the school sponsors a 
long flight, but this hop across the 
Atlantic is the longest ever yet under- 
taken.

With 
the exception of fog, no difficulty was 
encountered, said the captain. 

Soon after leaving Greenland, they 
lost the radio generator. Fortunately 
a spare one was carried and the loss 
occasioned no trouble.

UNIFORM TEXTBOOKS. 

A peculiar, but manifestly equita- 
ble, mandatory order has issued 
from the United States circuit court 
of appeals to school authorities in 
Mississippi. Une is curious to learn 
how the management of a state’s 
schools came to raise a federal ques- 
tion and lead to the enjoining of 
state officials from certain adminis- 
trative actions, but the facts disclose 
the reason. 


On December 20, 1929, the state 
textbook commission revised the list 
of books to be used in the public 
schools and adopted the various 
texts submitted by book publishers 
and to be furnished for a five-year 
period at agreed prices. Against 
that general action certain schoo! 
authorities, both state and county, 
assumed to retain discarded text- 
books or substitute others not in- 
cluded in the state adoption. The 
book publishers, having prepared 
the books on the adopted list, very 
naturally objected to such substi- 
tutions by local school authorities 
and asked that they be enjoined and 
ordered to adhere to the adopted 
list of books. 

Judge Foster, of the circuit court 
of appeals, issued the injunction and 
the mandatory order that the list 
of textbooks agreed upon by the 
state textbook commission and the 
publishers: shall be strictly adhered 
to without additions and substitu- 
tions. The order assures that there 
will be uniformity of textbooks in 
all the public schools of Mississippi 
and that local school boards and 
teachers shall not bootleg into the 
schools other books than those 
agreed upon by the state board. 

The parents who have to pay for 
the books used by their children in 
the common and high schools of 
Mississippi are thus protected and 
uniformity of instruction is guar- 
anteed. It is a legal provision that 
is obviously both pedagogically and 
economically correct, doing justice 
to the publishers as well as to the 
public.

The report was made by Clarence 
M. Young, assistant commerce secre- 
tary for air, who said the _ recent 
Watres air mail act when fully ef- 
fective will extend air mail facilities 
to many localities not now being serv- 
ed, and thereby promote considerably 
the air passenger business. 

Passengers carried on scheduled air 
transport lines this year will total 
200,000, compared with 150,000 in 
1929, Young said. One hundred thou- 
sand miles of scheduled service are 
flown every 24 hours now, he added. 

Reduction in number of planes pro- 
duced this year, he said, resulted from 
the manufacturing phase of the in- 
dustry’s action in gontracting itself 
into “a smaller but highly specialized 
group, surrounded by the best engi- 
neering, production, and marketing 
personnel that is obtainable today.”

| Warning Issued Against Ac- 


ceptance of Proposed In- 
come Tax Amendment. 


BY DAN MAGILL. 

_ ATHENS, Ga., Aug. 24.—A warn- 
ing against Georgians committing 
themselves to abandonment of the gem 
eral property tax for state purposes 
and acceptance, with their eyes shut, 
of the proposed income tax amend- 
ment to the constitution is contained 
in conclusions of an exhaustive study 
of the state's fiscal position made by 
Professor M. H. Bryan. economist and 
acting director of the Institute of Pub- 
lic Affairs, University of Georgia. 

’ Professor Bryan’s study is con- 
tained in a_ bulletin issued by the 
School of Commerce of the University 
of Georgia. It makes an exhaustive 
survey of the state’s expenditures, dis- 
tribution of funds, revenues, present 
debt, and the wealth and income with 
which Georgia can meet its financial 
necessities. 

In régard to the general property 
tax, Professor Bryan points out that 
it constitutes 22 per cent-of all reve- 
nues from all sources, 32 per cent of 
all taxes and 65 per cent of the gen- 
eral fund from which the state can 
appropriate. He concludes that in 
the present fiscal dilemma it will be 
impractical to abandon the tax in 
whole or in part. He points out, more- 
over, that the policy of segrega®ing 
state and local revenues has proved 
unworkable, and in many cases, a 
complete tragedy in the states where 
tried. He cites South Carolina as a 
case in point. 

Unseen “Jokers.” 

In respect to the proposed income 
tax amendment, Professor Bryan in- 
dicates that it céntains sevéral un- 
seen jokers. It will probably render 
unconstitutional all mu®icipal taxes 
levied on the basis of gross income, as 
insurance premium taxes. It will in 
large part exempt the wealthy coun- 
ties of the state from contributing 
through the property levy to the sup- 
port of rural school systems. It will 
probably make the present income tax 
unconstitutional and may very well 
hold up the collection of the property 
tax at the full rate, even for the pres- 
ent year. : 

The bulletin, in treating the pres- 
ent debt and deficit which is a topic 
of controversial discussion, lists six al- 
ternative lines of procedure in meet- 
ing the problem: 

1, Funding the deficit; 2. Sale of 
state property; 3. Discount of W. & 
A, rentals; 4. Increase of taxation; 
5. Diversion of revenues from allo- 
cated sources; 6. Slashing of appro- 
priations and some combinations of 
the foregoing. 

In regard to the first two of these, 
Professor Bryan cites the constitution, 
which -would require an amendment 
and thus leave the state in default 
of its obligations for another few 
years. The W. & A. rentals, under 
the most favorable circumstances, 
would need to be discounted until 
1957 and the state would sacrifice 


| $11,880,000 in order to get sufficient 
cash to meet its present necessity, In 


regard to raising taxation, it igs said 
“unquestionably, by a reintegration 


of its revenue program, Georgia can. 


close the gap between eurrent appro- 
priations and current expenditures.” 
But it is also indicated in view of 
Georgia’s present economic status that 
new revenues cannot be raised in suf- 
ficient amounts both to close the 
spread between present appropriations 
and present receipts and at the same 
time pay off the deficit. 
State Deficit $6,000,000. | 

Professor Bryan, from a careful ex- 
amination of appropriations and reve- 
nues, puts the total state deficit at 
the end of 1930 in the neighborhood 
of $6,000,000 as a maximum and $5,- 
000,000 as a minimum. The gap be- 
tween the upper and lower limits of 
the estimates will depend on what 
happens to the state property tax, to 
payment of Confederate pensions and 
to necessary errors in estimating. 

In concluding his discussion of the 
state's wealth and income, Professor 
Bryan used the following words: 

_“A supreme luxury to which Geor- 
gia now indulges itself should un- 
hesitatingly be sacrificed. The happy- 
go-lucky policy of operating without a 


‘budget may lend an intriguing air of 


mystery and uncertainty to state 
finances, an appearance of gentleman- 
ly nonchalance, but the expense is tre- 
mendous. A budget law which is some- 
thing more than an urbane gesture 
must be put into force. Fortitude will

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(P)— 
Unemployment and the business de- 
pression have led to increased applica- 
tions for enlistment in the army, navy 
and marine corps. For the last fiscal 
year 94,778 men applied for admission 
to the navy. The year before there 
were 81.815 applications. The marine 
corps figures were 45,190, as com- 
pared with 32,395.

The 
head of a utility system serving some 
of the most severely stricken areas, 
while acknowledging that there are 
many individual cases of distress call- 
ing for emergency measures, states 
that his company’s business has not 
been notably affected, and feels that 
the drouth has been exaggerated as 
a possible busimess depressant. 

Real Depression. 

Further statistics comtng to hand 
for July reveal clearly the extent of 
the. recent depression. Moody's Pros- 
peTity Index for July reached a figure 
which has been touched or penetrated 
only three times, in 1921, and during 
the extended periods of depression 
1884-6 and 1893-9. Moody's points 
out that the figure has now reached 
a level from which recovery in the 
past has set in. It finds no grounds 
for comparing the present depression 
to the lasting slumps late in the 19th 
century. 

_ “We know nothing in the present 
instance,” says the service, “to cont- 
pare with the combination of a severe 
banking crisis, free silver agitation, 
deflation to gold crisis, and succession 
of bad crop failures.” This service 
looks for seasonal improvement by 
October at least, and barring politica! 
uncertainties, “a rather 
recovery by midwinter,”
